Within the past few weeks agricnl- 
tural journals to this country have 
been giving the recipe for the cure of 
prevention of contagious abortion dis- 
covered by M. Geuin, a French agri- 
cultural engineer and plvsldent of the 
Agricultural Society of Oourgoin. 
France. Briefly it consists of an In- 
jection of a 2 per cent aoluflbn of car- 
boUe add every fifteenth day tato all 
cows from the fifth to the seventh 
month of their periods of gestotioa. 
The aaaoant usd to twntjr-ctrtiie een- 
tlmeters, and the Injection Is made in 
the neck Just above ttie dewlap. He 
reports that 75 per cent of the cows to 
his own herd aborted befora ha bsgan 
using thto ramedy, but that hs did not 
have a single case after be adopted it 
Dairymen and stockmoi who have 
tried it report sQual saecsss by giving 
the same amount «^ carbolic add to 
the feed of oews dorioff ths ysdoi 



There are many wbo contend that 
chopped oats are better for horses 
than whole oats, if a horse's molar 
teeth are to good condition whole oats 
ara preferable to chop. The harse's 
molars possess great grinding power, 
and if required to chew his feed and 
not bolt it the horse will digest the 
grain much bett«r. It la only when 
a horse's teeth are defective owing to 
old age or to some other cause that it 
I may experience some diiliculty to deal- 
! tog properly with' whole oats, and to 
' that case It is advisable if not abso- 
lutely necessary to crush the oats. 

la the case of young horses under 
four or five yeara old teething trou- 
bles sometimes temporarily toterfere 
slightly with their iKtwers of masti- 
cation, and when this is so it is expe- 
dient and deslrablfe to feed tho onto to 
a crushed state. 

To sum 4>p the whole subject, feed- 
tog of cmshed oats instead of whole 
ones to borass is not to be recom- 
mended and Is inadvisable under or- 
dinary conditions. The only cases In 
wliieh it is advisable or necessary are. 
first, wben% hcMve^s fiowars of masti- 
cation are Impaired or deficient, so 
that It caimot properly chew the whole 
oats; second, wben a horse is a greedy 
feeder and in the habit of bolttog nn- 
diewed oate and. third, when a shy 
feeder or bad one evinces a parttolity 
for crushed oats, preferring them to 
wlMrie ones, 

Oats fed to foals should be given in 
a crushed state. Although foais can 
eat whole oats and soon learn to do so, 
yet the latter are hardly suitoble for 
them, being too bard, seetog that the 
masticating power of a foal is unde- 
veloped and comparatively small.

My brother-in-law has 2.000 acres 
in <Hieof these valley s.that makes 
from 60 to 70 bushels of com per 
acre. Corn this s e a son is good, 
but not so "good as last year, 
there are lets of <Hd cMvin the 
country yet. 

I am one mile East of the Cur- 
rent river, it burst up out of the 
level groand in one of those val- 
leys a river at once. The head 
spring some years ago before a 
cloud burst came and washed all 
things off that was loose, and 
filled the spring with loose stone 
was measured to a depth of 24ft 
by lead line and no bottom yet. 
• I went over last week and took a 
drink out of it, the water is as 
cold as the coldest spring and as 
clear as crystal.

J. W. Ndson, who graduated at 
the Undsey-Wilson hurt June, 
and is now Sunday School Agent 
I for Dent and Shanon counties, 
will be withme to help me in my 
meeting, so you see it will be a 
union meeting, let all lovers of 
Christ pray for us. I have not 
been well for fonr days, hope I 
will be aUright in a few days.

This is no place for a hired 
hand as wages are from for^ to 
sixty cents per day, and scarce 
at that. Wealthy men own most 
of this country and have filled it 
up with cattle and hogs; it is a 
great stock range, hardly ever 
have to feed hogs or eattie except 
in time iti. large snows. Mast 
and pea vines are always plenti- 
ful; the greatest trouble here to 
the farmer is forest fires. He 
has to keep his eyes open all the 
time lest he gets all burned up. 
I have seen three gangs of wild 
turkey since I have been here. 
Fox squirrels are in abundance. 

Let the News come to me here 
from Montgomery, Ind., to Uotk- 
tauk.
